SUBJECT: Processing and Distribution of Restricted 

Handling Traffic 


1. Your office has discussed with representatives of 
this Directorate a proposal to transfer the processing and 
distribution of Restricted Handling traffic from the Special 
Center to the Cable Secretariat. After a review by components 
utilizing this channel of the procedures involved, I accept 
your assurances that this transfer will mean both more 
secure and efficient processing of this traffic. I there- 
fore approve the following procedures: 

a. The processing and distribution of Restricted 
Handling traffic belonging to the Operations 
Directorate will be transferred to the Cable 
Secretariat. The timing of this transfer is 
left to you. 

b. The previous distribution procedures as far as 
the offices using this channel, those authorized 
to receive this traffic, the number of copies 
distributed, etc. will remain the same. The 
Office of the DDO will continue to receive one 
copy of all incoming and outgoing RH traffic 

and will be responsible for selecting individual 
messages to be brought to the attention of the 
DCI and DDCI . 

c. Directorate of Operations users of this channel 
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will continue to be responsible for the 
indexing and filing and other storage and 
retrieval processing of the traffic 
originated by or addressed to their 
component .
